day  of  January ,  1877. 


COMMITTEE  OF  VISITORS  appointed  for  the 
Asylum  provided  for  the  County  of  Somerset  and  the 
City  of  Bath,  have  to  report  that  the  state  and  condition  of 
the  Asylum  is  satisfactory,  that  there  is  at  present  accommoda¬ 
tion  for  300  males,  and  368  females ;  and  that  there  are  in 
the  Asylum  294  males,  and  346  females. 

That  the  management  of  the  Asylum,  the  conduct  of 
Dr.  Medlicott,  and  of  the  other  Officers  and  Servants  thereof, 
and  the  care  of  the  patients  therein,  have  been  satisfactory. 

The  most  important  event  of  the  last  year  was  the  union 
of  the  County  with  the  City  of  Bath,  which  was  completed  on 
the  29th  May,  and  the  joint  Committee  have  much  pleasure  in 
stating  that  hitherto  they  have  performed  their  common  duties 
satisfactorily,  and  in  harmony. 
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The  Balance  in  the  Treasurer’s  hands  has  increased  con¬ 
siderably  in  the  last  year,  as  well  as  in  1875,  and.  notice  has  been 
ordered  to  be  given  for  the  next  meeting  to  reduce  the  pay  from 
the  Unions  a  penny  a  day  for  the  future. 

Mr.  Dove,  the  Assistant-Medical  Officer,  resigned  on  the 
17th  February,  and  Mr.  Dutt  was  appointed  to  succeed  him  on 
the  19th  May.  Miss  Neale,  the  Head  attendant  on  the  female 
side,  also  resigned  on  the  30th  June,  and  Miss  Gray  has 
succeeded  to  her. 

Various  improvements  have  been  made  in  the  Asylum,  and 
others  are  under  consideration.  The  enlargement  of  the  female 
side  is  completed,  and  the  New  Wing  to  the  South  West  of  the 
male  side  is  begun.  Plans  have  been  approved  by  the  Secretary 
of  State  for  a  detached  hospital  for  females,  it  being  intended 
that  the  hospital  at  the  farm  should  be  used  for  males,  and  that 
thus  there  should  be  proper  provision  in  case  of  any  infectious 
disorder  shewing  itself  on  either  side.  Plans  for  the  accommo¬ 
dation  of  120  female  chronics  are  under  consideration  of  the 
Commissioners  in  Lunacy. 

The  Committee  have,  at  different  times,  had  under  consi¬ 
deration,  the  expediency  of  proper  separate  arrangements  for 
idiots  and  chronics,  and  for  the  reception  of  patients  who  are  not 
paupers  in  County  Asylums,  under  equitable  arrangements  for 
their  treatment  and  pay. 

A  Committee  of  the  London  Charity  Organization  Society, 
under  the  direction  of  Sir  Charles  Trevelyan,  has  been  engaged 
for  three  months  in  the  earlier  part  of  the  year,  in  considering 
the  management  and  education  of  idiots,  the  deaf  and  dumb, 
and  the  blind,  and  the  treatment  of  harmless  lunatics. 

A  Report  is  in  preparation,  and  a  demand  will  no  doubt  be 
made  on  the  Government  and  Parliament  to  improve  the  law. 
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When  this  is  done  and  the  law  is  made  more  comprehensive 
and  satisfactory  about  patients  of  the  middle  class,  it  is  much  to 
be  desired  that  adequate  provision  should  be  made  for  the 
custody  of  all  persons  who  become  insane  when  under  accusation 
of  crime,  or  after  conviction,  as  well  as  for  those  who  are  declared 
not  guilty  on  the  ground  of  insanity. 

There  is  at  present  accommodation  at  Broadmoor  only  for 
the  worst  cases  ;  it  is  generally  proposed  to  send  the  others  to 
the  County  Asylum,  and  the  Committee  have  much  trouble  in 
getting  them  transferred  to  Fisherton,  for  with  the  exception  of 
a  few  who  are  harmless  they  are  all  unfit  to  be  in  a  County 
Asylum.  There  is  no  proper  means  there  of  keeping  them  safe, 
they  make  the  place  seem  to  be  a  gaol,  and  they  contaminate 
the  other  patients,  and  incite  them  to  violence  and  conspiracy. 

The  Committee  regret  the  loss  of  Colonel  Phipps,  who 
regularly  attended  their  meetings,  and  always  gave  the  most 
kindly  help  and  support  both  at  the  Asylum  and  at  Sessions.

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MEDICAL  SUPERINTENDENT  has  the  honour  to 
submit  to  the  Committee  of  Visitors,  the  Twenty-Ninth 
Annual  Report. 


On  the  31st  December,  1875,  the  numbers  in  the  Asylum 
were  292  males  ;  294  females  ;  total,  586. 


The  Admissions  during  the  year  have  been  98  males  ;  130 
females  ;  total,  228. 

The  Discharges  during  the  year  have  been  52  males ;  54 
females  ;  total,  106; — of  these  have  been  discharged  “Recovered” 
37  males  ;  40  females. 


The  Deaths  during  the  year  have  been  44  males;  24  females; 
total,  68. 

The  average  population  during  the  year  has  been  293  males  ; 
329  females ;  total,  622. 
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The  numbers  in  the  Asylum  this  day  (31st  December,  1876) 
are  294  males  ;  346  females  ;  total,  640. 

During  the  past  year  the  general  bodily  health  of  the 
patients  has  been  remarkably  good,  and  there  has  been  a  com- 
plete  immunity  from  any  of  those  diseases  generated  by  such 
nuisances  as  un ventilated  drains,  &c.,  to  which  special  reference 
has  been  made  in  previous  reports. 

The  most  important  event  of  the  year  has  been  the  union  of 
the  Borough  of  Bath  with  the  County.  Accordingly,  in  the 
month  of  May,  28  female  patients  chargeable  to  Bath  Borough, 
but  boarded  under  contract  at  Fisherton  House,  near  Salisbury, 
were  re -admitted  to  the  Asylum. 

ADMISSION'S,  DISCHARGES,  DEATHS. 

The  following  analysis  gives  the  chief  points  of  interest  in 
these  returns  : 

Admissions. 

The  number  of  admissions  during  the  year  has  amounted  to 
228  (98  males  and  130  females).  Unfortunately  they  still  have 
continued  to  exhibit  complications  with  such  grave  forms  of 
physical  disease,  as  to  seriously  retard  hopes  of  recovery  in  a 
large  proportion.  Out  of  this  number  the  extremes  of  age  must 
first  be  considered.  There  were  3  boys  admitted  from  12  to  15 
years  of  age,  and  an  idiot  girl  of  12  years.  Five  cases  above  70 
years  of  age  in  males,  and  one  female  actually  certified  to  be 
insane  at  87  years  of  age.  These  extremes  of  age  certainly  call 
for  special  comment,  and  should  engage  the  particular  attention 
of  the  Committee. 

There  have  also  been  admitted  a  larger  proportion  than 
usual  of  patients,  simply  under  treatment  for  the  effects  of 
intemperance.  Two  well  marked  cases  came  in  from  habitually 
taking  chloral,  and  three  from  taking  opium  in  small,  but 
frequently  repeated  doses.  This  private  indulgence  in  narcotics 
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goes  on  to  a  greater  extent  among  the  pauper  and  middle  classes, 
than  ever  the  general  public  are  aware  of,  and  entails  on  the 
sufferer,  as  might  naturally  be  expected,  untold  misery.  Nothing 
but  persistent  publicity  will  ever  make  parochial  authorities 
understand  that  delay  in  sending  such  cases  to  Asylums  is 
neither  conducive  to  quick  recovery,  or  even  in  the  end  financially 
economical. 

Attention  must  once  again  be  called  to  the  case  of  Criminal 
Lunatics.  In  previous  Annual  Reports  reference  has  frequently 
been  made  to  objectionable  patients  of  the  criminal  class  coming 
directly  from  gaols  to  the  Asylum,  and  it  is  high  time  now  that 
such  cases  should  be  accommodated  elsewhere,  for  the  solitary 
confinement  of  a  prison  cell  cannot  be  carried  out  in  a  hospital 
for  the  insane.  Every  year  furnishes  a  due  proportion  of 
malingerers ,  cases  simulating  insanity  ;  but  given  even  the  benefit 
of  the  doubt,  the  criminal  lunatic  (with  moral  nature  too  often 
irretrievably  corrupted)  has  no  right  in  this  Asylum.

Discharges. 

The  proportion  of  recoveries  has  been  for  the  males  37’ 7, 
and  for  the  females  30‘ 7  per  cent,  on  the  admissions.  The 
majority  of  those  discharged  during  the  past  year  have  been  for 
the  most  part  occupied,  either  in  the  workshops,  or  on  the  farm 
and  garden.  There  are  decided  advantages  of  a  pecuniary 
interest  in  the  value  of  the  labour  of  lunatics ;  to  say  the  least, 
the  system  is  conducive  to  habits  of  industry,  thus  proving 
beneficial  to  many  patients  after  leaving  the  Asylum. 
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In  the  months  of  February  and  March  8  patients  belonging 
to  Metropolitan  parishes  were  discharged  to  Colney  Hatch 
Asylum,  namely,  1  from  Shoreditch,  and  7  from  Bethnal  Green. 
There  are  now  no  longer  any  out-county  cases  in  the  Asylum. 

There  have  also  been  discharged  a  larger  number  of  patients 
than  usual,  Suffering  solely  from  the  effects  of  drunkenness.  A 
reference  to  the  “  Statistical  Tables  ”  will  show  that  among  the 
“  causes  of  the  disorder  ”  for  the  year,  intemperance  figures 
highly.  The  hereditary  transmission  of  intemperate  propensities 
is  an  acknowledged  fact,  and  is  generally  accompanied  by  more  or 
less  weakness  of  intellect.  Many  of  the  cases,  however,  already 
referred  to,  were  decidedly  those  of  habitual  drunkards,  and  at 
the  earliest  possible  opportunity  were  discharged  by  the  Com¬ 
mittee.

Deaths , 

The  mortality  has  been  68  or  11*1  per  cent.,  both  sexes,  on 
the  average  numbers  resident.  Notwithstanding  a  very  severe 
and  prolonged  winter  and  spring,  there  has  not  been  any  unusual 
death-rate,  and  in  fact  on  the  female  side  it  has  been  below  the 
average. 

It  must  ever  be  borne  in  mind  that  there  is  no  single 
influence  (apart  from  disease)  which  seems  to  cause  such  excep¬ 
tionally  great  mortality  among  the  aged  and  infirm  as  a  sudden 
decrease  of  temperature.  The  variations,  however,  in  the 
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quarterly  returns  of  tlie  death-rate  for  the  past  year  cannot  he 
referred  to  this  specific  cause.  If,  indeed,  an  increased  mortality 
was  directly  attributable  to  decreased  temperature,  greater  atten¬ 
tion  should  immediately  be  paid  to  the  artificial  systems  of 
warming  and  heating  in  operation. 

Three  inquests  have  been  held  during  the  year  on  patients 
in  the  Asylum,  the  particulars  of  which  hare  been  forwarded  to 
the  Commissioners  in  Lunacy.

OCCUPATIONS  AND  AMUSEMENTS. 

These  subjects  have  been  so  frequently  referred  to  in  the 
customary  Annual  Keports,  that  but  a  very  few  words  are  now 
requisite  about  them.  The  different  occupations  are  enumerated 
in  detail  at  page  29  in  the  “  Statistical  Tables,” 

The  workshops,  as  usual,  have  been  well  attended  during 
the  past  year,  and  have  developed  with  success  the  industrial 
resources  of  the  Asylum.  Among  some  patients  but  a  very  short 
technical  training  has  been  required ;  in  others,  however,  long 
and  anxious  weeks  have  been  passed  in  endeavouring  to  impart 
technical  knowledge.  As  a  general  rule,  patients  have  been 
taught  those  trades  for  which  they  appeared  most  suited. 

These  same  remarks  are  equally  applicable  to  the  female 
division  of  the  Asylum.  The  general  workroom  has  held  a  larger 
weekly  average  than  usual  of  patients,  besides  others  usefully 
employed  in  the  various  corridors  and  wards,  or  at  work  in  the 
kitchen,  laundry,  &c. 
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Occupation  lias  thus  formed  a  most  important  feature  in  the 
administration  of  the  Asylum,  to  say  nothing  of  the  subsequent 
value  of  the  knowledge  gained  to  many  a  patient  after  discharge, 
by  practical  and  intelligent  skill  in  various  handicrafts. 

The  ordinary  associated  entertainments  have  continued  as  of 
old,  comprising  various  out-  and  in-door  games.  Theatrical 
performances  have  been  regularly  given  daring  the  winter  months, 
as  also  the  usual  weekly  dances,  and  exhibitions  of  the  magic 
lantern. 


MEDICAL  TREATMENT. 

Medical  treatment  has  again  continued  to  prove  a  most 
potent  auxiliary  in  the  management  of  the  Asylum,  and  particular 
attention  has  been  given  to  those  conditions  conducive  to  the 
preservation  of  health,  even  if  not  essential  to  it. 

Experience  and  progress  of  thought  must  in  so  mysterious  a 
malady  as  insanity,  continue  to  suggest  improved  means  of  treat¬ 
ment.  Medicine,  which  was  once  a  mere  empirical  practice,  has 
now  become  a  science  ;  hence  the  necessity  of  a  thorough  and 
constant  acquaintance  with  the  symptoms  and  physical  signs  of 
disease  among  the  sane,  to  understand  their  masked  characters 
amongst  the  insane. 

Our  public  Lunatic  Asylums  now,  however,  may  fairly  be  con¬ 
sidered  tolerably  successful  in  their  general  usefulness,  and  even 
the  very  poor  begin  to  appreciate  their  advantages.  They  afford 
them  a  guarantee,  not  only  for  the  proper  security,  but  also  for 
the  care  and  cure  of  their  afflicted  relations.  The  greater 
therefore  the  publicity  given  (as  regards  the  internal  manage¬ 
ment  of  hospitals  for  the  insane),  the  greater  the  chances  of 
removing  popular  suspicions  about  them,  especially  among  the 
more  ignorant  or  bigoted  part  of  our  population.  It  is  incredible 
to  what  an  extent  superstition  is  prevalent  in  the  county  of 
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Somerset,  and  it  is  difficult  in  the  extreme  to  talk  about  or 
explain  the  curability  of  insanity  to  country  folk,  wbo  implicitly 
believe  in  lunacy  or  th©  “  mazed  state  ”  as  of  diabolical  origin, 
and  who  dread  any  interference  with  their  own  cherished  habits 
and  superstitions. 

The  most  practical  way  of  reassuring  such  persons,  of  win¬ 
ning  their  confidence  and  sympathies,  and  yet  of  developing  the 
advantages  of  our  public  Asylums,  is  by  working  them  as  general 
hospitals.  Attention,  therefore,  has  been  particularly  paid  to 
the  medical  and  surgical  treatment  of  the  patients,  to  the  attain¬ 
ment  and  diffusion  of  knowledge  regarding  their  diseases,  and 
to  the  practicability  of  teaching  them  different  trades. 

It  cannot  too  often  be  reiterated,  that  the  insane  are  subject 
to  the  same  bodily  ailments  as  other  people,  and  it  is  to  the  relief 
and  cure  of  such  bodily  diseases  that  the  physician  of  an  asylum 
should  direct  his  special  attention.  This  in  practice  is  the  more 
essential,  as  too  frequently  there  is  inability  on  the  part  of 
patients  to  explain  their  wants  or  sufferings,  and  a  corresponding 
difficnlty  in  interpreting  the  too  frequent  absence  of  the  usual 
signs  and  symptoms  of  bodily  disease. 

In  conclusion,  the  Medical  Superintendent  begs  to  return 
his  most  grateful  acknowledgments  to  the  Committee  of  Visitors, 
for  the  renewed  confidence  and  uniform  support  tendered  him  in 
the  discharge  of  his  arduous  and  most  responsible  duties.

To  the  Visiting  Justices  of  the  Somerset  County  Lunatic  Asylum . 
Gentlemen, 

I  do  not  know  of  anything  which,  calls  for  particular  remark 
from  me  this  year.  The  additional  patients  from  Bath  have 
increased  the  extent  of  my  field  of  work,  hut  have  not  altered  its 
general  character.  I  still  find  there  are  a  very  few,  hardly  more 
than  one  or  two,  who  may  be  treated  as  sane  persons  ;  a  consider¬ 
able  number  whom  I  may  hope  to  comfort,  and  in  some  measure, 
to  instruct ;  and  others,  unhappily  the  largest  class,  whose  minds 
are  so  disordered  that  they  can  receive  benefit  only  indirectly,  or 
not  at  all. 

In  a  few  instances  I  have  found  that  understanding  has 
returned  to  those  who  had  lost  it  shortly  before  death ;  but 
such  cases  seem  to  me  to  be  quite  exceptional. 

At  the  Advent  and  Lent  Services  on  Friday  evenings  each 
season  brings  a  different  congregation,  in  consequence  of  the 
attendants  being  frequently  changed,  but  the  numbers  remain 
about  the  same.
